Calgary is trying out the experiment 
of operating gasoline busses, on a route 
from the centre of the city to Mount 
Royal. The reports are that the busses 
are paying operating charges with a good 
prospect of also meeting capital charges. 
The superintendent of the city utilities ex- 
presses confidence that this objective will 
be reached at an early date, and the busses 
meet all the costs chargeable against them. 

The Calgary experiment is interesting 
to Edmonton readers, in view of the recent 
report of Superintendent Cunningham 
that busses rather than street cars should 
be employed to give service in Edmonton 
in outlying areas, So far as the trial has 
gone, the results in the southern city ap- 
pear to be in line with those reported 
when a bus was substituted for the street 
car on 102nd avenue in Edmonton, The 
patronage immediately increased when the 
bus was put on that run. 


Copper production in Canada during 
August totalled more than 27,000,000 
pounds, a million more than during Aug- 
ust a year ago, and 3,500,000 more than 
during the preceding month: For the eight 
months, Canadian mines took out 200,- 
000,000 pounds, 10,000,000 less than in 
the corresponding period a year ago, but 
43,000,000 pounds more than in the paral- 
lel months of 1929. 

Copper is cheap, and has been ever 
since the general slump in commodity 
values. Stocks have gone down, and the 
metal has been widely represented as 
scarcely worth mining. The more encour- 
aging on that account is the fact that the 
Canadian mines are working and produc- 
ing on an increased and increasing scale. 
Our deposits are evidently so rich that 
they are worth working when the product 
is phenomenally cheap, What will happen 
when the times improve, and copper prices 
go up, may be surmised. 


DRAW INTEREST OR PAY TAXES? 

Canadians would rather le d money to 
their Government at five per cent than 
have the Government impose new taxes on 
them at this particular time, That is the 
alternative they face. A Government defi- 
cit has to be met. There are only two 
ways of making up the shortage; by bor- 
rowing or by heavier collections. The re- 
sponse that is being made to the new loan 
shows that the public prefer to lend rath- 
er than be taxed. 

Eventually of course the bonds wil! 
have to be redeemed, and the interest on 
them will have to be paid. The buyers 
will have to help pay both the interest and 
the debt due to themselves. But they 
would have to help do the paying in any 
case, and at the present juncture there is 
no better use for money than to loan it 
to the Government at five per cent. The 
interest will be paid, and the Ivan will be 
returned. That is the consideration of 
first importance, If the public realized its 
importance fully the loan would have been 
over-subscribed in a day. 


“EXPLAINING” THE INACTION 

The Soviet organs at Moscow are tell- 
ing their readers that the United States is 
trying to drive the Soviet into war with 
Japan, in order to wreck the five year plan 
These propaganda distributors of course 
never credit a foreign government or coun- 
try with an honorable motive when they 
can imagine a bad one, and in that particu. 
lar direction their powers of imagination 
are remarkable, This latest fairy tale is 
surely the crowning piece of invention 
with which they have entertained the gul- 
lible proletariat. 

The United States has supplied and is 
supplying Russia with hundreds of mi!!ions 
of dollars’ worth of machinery and ma- 
terials with which to carry out the five 
year program. The notion that Washing- 
ton is now engaged in actively trying to 
promote a war in order to interrupt the 
plan, and kill the market for United States 
industrial products in Russia, is worthy of 
treatment by some composer of liglit 
opera, 

There must be a purpose to account for 
this achievement in invention. It is ob- 
viously intended to divert attention from 
the fact that Moscow has been curiously 
inactive while the Japanese are proceeding

to establish a colony on the far eastern 
frontier of the Soviet realm, Stalin, who 
is nobody's fool, is not at all inclined to 
send his red army to the far end of Si- 
beria, lest there be an uprising nearer 
home in its absence. 


THE TRANSPORTATION ENQUIRY 

The commission that is to investigate 
the transportation system in Canada is to 
start work next week. It is composed of 
men in whom the public have reason to 
place confidence, some of them outstand- 
ing figures in the railway interests of the 
United States and Great Britain. That 
their investigation will be broad and thor- 
ough may be taken for granted, and their 
recommendations will carry weight with 
the public. 

While the range of such a body must 
be more or less indefinite if it is to be ex- 
tensive, it is not unlimited. The commis- 
sion should not be expected to function as 
a policy-making board for government and 
parliament, Such questions as that of 
maintaining the National Railways as a 
separate entity, and of leaving the Cana- 
dian Pacific as a privately-owned enter- 
prise, do not fall properly within its pro- 
vince. These are matters which belong to 
the public and to parliament, and have al- 
ready been settled in a way generally 
satisfactory to the people of Canada, 
which the commission should not under- 
take to disturb. 

On paper at least the railway facilities 
of Canada are almost ideal as they stand. 
We have a transcontinental publicly- 
owned system, everywhere in active com- 
petition with a privately-owned system. 
That makes for efficient service and low 
rates, to a degree that could not be ex- 
pected under a monopoly, whether public- 
ly-owned or privately-owned. 

Within the broad limits of this exist- 
ing national railway policy, the eommis- 
sion can find ample scope for enquiry and 
Suggestion, and that is the field to which 
it may be expected to confine its efforts.

That was the beginning of the min- | 
istry of the White Angel. Prom that 
day to this she has ‘Seen following, 
in all simple seriousness, a two-thou- 
send-year-old command to feed the 
hungry. 

Right there, on that deserted corner 
of a busy waterfront, with old pipes 
and dunnage and dirt and ropes and 
abandoned machinery all about her | 
plank tables have sprung up, a kitchen 
has been roofed in, tin plates and 
mugs have somehow been gathered 
together. The White Angel, without | 
boards of directors and stockholders 
meetings, without card-catalogues and 
district supervisors, goes calmly on | 
feeding the hungry.

THUMB SUCKING INTENSIFIED 
BY HARSH MEASURES 


The failure of punishments or phy- 
sical restraints to cure the child of 


thumb sucking has inspired the hands- 
off policy. There is an occasion yield- 
ing child who has been cured of the 
habit by such methods, for obviously 
no policy is entirely 
barren of results; 
but in general the 
harder the parent 
tries to prevent the 
baby or child from 
sucking thumb, 
the more persist- 


The following ex- 
cerpts from auth- 
oritative lterature 
will be interesting 
to the parents of 
thumb sucking 
children. 

“One thing That 
seems safe to assert is that over- 
anxiety on the part of the mother, 
and over-emphegis in her attempts to 
break the habjt may merely serve to 
call the child's attention to what was 
before largely an automatic process. 
The very means designed to correct 
the habit may in that case serve the 
purpose of further fixating it. 


DIVERT ATTENTION 

“Mild preventive measures, such as 
taking the child's thumb from his 
mouth, may be effective, but the most 
rigorous forms of restraint, such as 
splints, aluminum mitts, ef. are more 
than questionable.” And further on, 
“If interference seems necessary, it 
should be planned with a view to sub- 
stituting some more adaptive and in- 
teresting behavior for the undesirable 
Such substi.ution is effective 
because positive — instead of merely 
damming up energy by restraint, it
